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COINS FROM THE FOUR CORNERS OF THE EARTH 

By GILBERT S. PEREZ, Manila, Philippine Islands 

During the Japanese occupation of Manila, when I was monitor-in- 
charge of the Hospicio de San Jose group of old internees, I once listened 
to a religious debate between one old-timer internee who was a confirmed 
modernist and one who was very definitely a fundamentalist and who, 
furthermore, believed that the world was decidedly fiat and that “the 
sun do move.” 

“Do you believe that the Bible is the word of God?” asked the fun- 
damentalist. 

“I surely do,” countered the modernist. 

“Do you believe everything that the Bible says?” 

“Sure, I believe all that it says.” 

“Do you remember that passage in the Bible that says: ‘ . . . and 
the Lord will send His angels from the four corners of the earth’?” 

“Yes, I remember that verse.” 

“Then, there is no use of our arguing any more about the earth 
being round like a ball. If you can show me anything that’s round like 
a ball and that has even one little old corner on it, then I’ll believe that 
the earth is as round as a ball.” That ended the debate between the two 
old hungry men. 

But I am one of those who believe that the world is round and, 
furthermore, that it also has four corners because I have been fortunate 
enough to be able to take a seat. Jack Horner-like, in all four corners 
and have in addition found a few other little corners that were full of 
interest and adventure. I found enjoyment in these corners. I found 
solace for a tired, wandering soul. I found coins — coins and more coins 
and each coin could be appreciated and each coin could be dramatized. 
Like a book, they could be read and many of their chapters helped to 
cheer me on my way to other equally fruitful corners. I could lose the 
coins but there were certain things about them that I’d never lose and 
which I also believe I can carry with me beyond the Styx. 

Unfortunately, in these journeys, I had to take along with me a 
most disagreeable old personage who, though unseen, was more than 
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vocal. His major efforts were devoted to making my pilgrimages a rosary 
instead of a pleasure-filled argosy to sunlit, palm-fringed isles. That old 
crab, my “alter ego,*’ whom I sometimes addressed as “Old Sourpuss’’ 
was so full of principles and pseudo-righteousness that he spent all of 
his sleeping and waking hours picking out flaws in the morale and morals 
of everybody and of poor little 260 pounds me in particular. I just 
couldn’t keep him from butting into everything that I did, undid or did 
not do. However, now that the journeys are fewer and farther between, 
his disagreeable comments are a little less sour and to tell the truth, I 
am now more able to close my ears to things that I do not care to hear. 
I tolerate him and would feel lonesome without his depressing presence 
because to an old exile, even disagreeable company is better than no 
company at all. I now take him less seriously even when he says that 
it was for the best interest of my immortal soul that the Lord took away 
w’hat he considered as nothing more than wicked, unearned increment. 

In some corners of the earth there exists a certain psychological 
attribute that is called “face.” I had an experience in which “face” was 
the means whereby I was able to obtain a rare Chinese mausoleum dollar 
at a very insignificant cost. 

I had a yen for one of those Sun Yat Sen mausoleum dollars of 
which only 1,000 were coined. So I wrote to my Chinese dealer in Shang- 
hai whom I had never seen, asking him to send me that particular coin 
as soon as possible. I received one by return mail billed, to my great 
surprise, at only five Shanghai dollars. However, to my far greater 
surprise, I found that it was obviously and definitely a crude fake which 
some conscientious sinologists might charitably classify as a restrike. 
I immediately wrote a letter enclosing cost and told the dealer that I 
was keeping it for my special collection of Oriental fakes and also told 
him some things which I should not have expressed in a letter. He imme- 
diately replied with that polite suavity of Oriental satire, saying that he 
had greatly misjudged me, that he knew it was a fake and that he had 
absolutely no doubt that I would recognize that it was a fake as no 
self-respecting numismatist or collector would expect to get the real 
article for merely five (Chinese for measly) Shanghai dollars. How- 
ever, he was very proud to inform me that he had the real thing and 
that as a special personal favor he would send it to me but that I had 
to pay him twenty-five U. S. dollars gold for the gem. At that time, 
twenty-five Shanghai dollars amounted to about five United States 
dollars and twenty-five U. S. dollars meant nothing less than 125 Shang- 
hai dollars. 

It happened that I had to make an official trip to Tokyo so I decided 
to postpone my purchase until I could stop at Shanghai on my way to 
Japan. T went to his little shop in Nanking Road and as he brought out 
his tray of dollars, I immediately spotted his real “mausoleum” dollar in 
most excellent “toned” condition. I selected about six to ten ordinary 
Chinese dollars that cost from four to five Shanghai dollars each, and 
in addition, that much desired mausoleum dollar. 

“Oh,” said the dealer, “you don’t want this dollar. It is very, very 
rare and costs 25 Shanghai dollars.” And he delicately put it back to 
his side of the table. I selected five more ordinary dollars and again 
took back the rare piece. Again, he protested by saying that it was very 
expensive — “25 Shanghai dollars each and not one cent less.” I insisted. 
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took out my billfold, and started to count out the total amount for the 
coins selected and took the coins. He looked at me silently and steadily 
and then blurted out angrily, “You Mr. Perez, Manila! O.K., but you 
know it worth twenty-five U. S. dollars, not twenty-five Shanghai dollars. 
I think you tourist, but please don’t tell other dealers here.” 

If he had overcharged me, he would have gained and not lost face, 
but he certainly would have lost face, and how, with other dealers, if 
they knew that he was so foolish as to quote 25 (Chinese for measly) 
Shanghai dollars, a coin that was worth at least five times that amount 
and at that, to a mere tourist. He would also have lost face with a good 
customer if he had raised the price after quoting not once but many 
times a much lower price. So with this combined fear of two losses of 
face, I found myself with a valuable addition to my Chinese collection 
and at a very low price indeed. 

As I walked out of the little shop in Nanking Road my invisible 
companion began to mutter. 

“What’s on your chest?” I protested. 

“My chest nothing,” he replied, “it’s your chest I’m thinking about 
and how heavy that little crooked deal of yours must rest therein. Gyp- 
ping a harmless old Chinese out of his hard earned cash.” 

“Forget it,” I replied, “I’m absolutely sure that that celestial made 
a two hundred per cent profit at that. Who has ever gotten the best of 
any of these astute old Shanghai money-changers — possibly the most 
efficient money handlers in all of the corners of the earth? Certainly 
not me, you mournful preacher.’’ 

But there is also enjoyment in the occasional winning of the jack- 
pot by the acquisition of something exceedingly rare at a very small 
cost and without robbing a poor numismatically unconscious widow or 
orphan. Years ago, I was walking on Calle Rosario in Manila when I 
was accosted by a young Filipino clothed in a very suspicious looking 
striped sweater. 

“Do you want to buy this pure gold coin?” he asked, with an accent 
on “pure.” My eyes popped open when I saw in his hand a rare Colom- 
bian gold onza stamped with a much rarer Philippine countermark. He 
kept repeating: “It is real pure gold, it is real gold.” But I could instinc- 
tively feel that he did not really believe that it was gold as it was brassy 
looking and it had been annealed with silver instead of copper. “Only 
10 pesos sair, only 10 pesos, sair, pure gold.” I professionally restrained 
my bursting eagerness and slowly, very slowly, pulled out a ten peso bill 
which he fairly snatched from my trembling hands. My old Man Gloom 
began to work immediately. As the seller walked away I called him 
back to soothe the feelings of that meddlesome old “so and so” and to 
give more money to the striped sweater; but as I called him, he walked 
away faster and when I started after him he began to run like a tortured 
refugee from Fort Santiago and finally disappeared into a narrow alley 
in Chinatown. 

So, there I was with one of the rarest of Philippine coins purchased 
at a price that did not cover half its weight in gold. When I returned 
that night, my ill-tempered companion began to gripe, “Nothing but an 
old dishonest fence, old boy — nothing but a fence receiving stolen 
property.”

“Now look here,” I replied, “suppose it had been a 1794 dollar 
brought here by an old clipper ship captain in the early eighteen thirties 
and then countermarked here at the Ayutamiento with a crown and 
Yn ; do you think that I would be doing a disservice to the sacred cause 
of numismatics by buying it like I did this afternoon and thereby save it 
from the melting pot?” 

“Salve, old man, nothing but salve for a guilty conscience,” he 
replied. But I left him to his uncomfortable and suspicious devices and 
slept the untroubled sleep of the just. 

There was also a recent acquisition in this corner of the earth, 
which had its element of interest. I was working as technical adviser 
to the agricultural group at the Internment Camp garden which for years 
had been the city dump. As there were no coins in circulation and as I 
could not collect coins, I sought forgetfulness and an emotional outlet 
by collecting beads and buttons. Believe me, brothers, if you want to 
find beads, buttons, and marbles, just find yourself an old city dump that 
is being used agriculturally. After every heavy rain you will find them 
gleaming in the sunshine, red ones, blue ones, purple ones, and calico 
ones. You may also find as I did, three 18 carat gold tooth crowns. That 
day, I was not looking for coins or gold crowns and not dreaming that 
I would find one of the rarities in Filipiniana for which I had been 
searching for years — a 1728 Manila Barilla. There it was, not gleaming 
in the sunshine but ready to complete a collection which would be burned 
and looted before it could finally be completed. 

“How do you know that somebody did not drop it?” moaned Old 
Sourface. “Aren’t you going to take it to the lost and found?” 

“Lost and found!” I countered. “How can anyone drop a coin two 
feet underground where it has lain for years? Have your way but I am 
going to keep this coin.” And hungry as we were, we limp^ back to 
my internment shack with another lone treasure from the corners of 
the earth. 


The Low Cost of Collecting Roman Coins

When non-collectors see Roman coins, often remarks are made 
something like this: “Those coins are so old that they must be worth a 
lot of money!” In reply to that, I point out a late Republican or early 
Imperial specimen, and say: “Yes; here’s one that is 2000 years old 
and it cost me 65c. If I keep it for another 2000 years, it ought to be 
worth $1.30 by then.” 

It is a fact that Roman coins are not nearly as expensive to collect 
as is frequently supposed. There are numerous rarities that cost plenty, 
and the prices of Roman gold — excepting late Empire issues — run 
anything from about $50 upwards. But anyone of moderate means can 
afford to collect the general run of the bronze and silver. 

It was the astonishing discovery — to me, at any rate — that the 
prices were reasonable, that started me collecting them. Although I had 
long been interested in Roman history, the idea of collecting Roman 
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coins simply had not occurred to me. For, like so many others, I had 
supposed them to be so rare and expensive that they would be far out 
of my financial reach. But one time while passing the window of a 
novelty and souvenir store in Seattle, I saw some Roman coins laid out 
for sale. They were priced at 35c and 50c each, and they seemed to me 
to be wonderful bargains at those prices, so I bought one of each kind. 
They weren't in very good condition, being mostly only “fair” second and 
third bronzes; but I treasured them just the same. Then I figured that 
if such coins could be bought for 50c, it should be possible to get some 
twice as good for $1, and so on. So I investigated the price situation, 
and ever since then I have been spending too much of my income on 
Roman coins. 

One reason for the comparatively low prices of these coins is that 
there are a lot of them, relative to the number of collectors. As the 
world’s leading nation for so many centuries, Rome needed, and made, 
a lot of money. Also, as there were no ancient equivalents for our 
modern paper money and checking system (with one exception of the 
latter), it was necessary to use large quantities of metal money. And 
a lot of it has been preserved. There being no savings banks nor safe 
deposit vaults in those days, people hid their wealth in various hiding 
places — behind stones or bricks in buildings, in wells, etc. A favorite 
method was to seal the coins in a pottery jar and hide or bury the jar. 
The result was that no one knew where the money was excepting the 
owner, and if something happened to that owner, the money was lost. 
And such money has been turning up ever since. It has been found, and 
is still being found, all over Europe and in parts of Africa and Asia; it 
is found everywhere in the former Roman dominions, and even in 
territory that the Romans never occupied, having been carried there 
in trade or as loot. 

Roman coins are plentiful enough that a respectable collection 
could be made without ever paying over 50c per coin. Many can be 
bought for 25c or even less. Naturally one couldn’t be too fussy about 
condition at such prices and there would be many rulers and periods that 
would have to stay unrepresented. But it would be possible to include 
coins of all of the most important emperors, even though many of the 
obscure ones, “short-timers” and usurpers were missing. At 50c each, 
there would be a wide choice among the “third bronze” coins — the small 
pieces of the later Empire, of which a large amount exist and which at 
present are not in great demand among collectors. 

The Roman Imperial bronzes that are favorites among most col- 
lectors are the “first bronzes,” originally almost the size of a dollar, but 
tending to a reduction in size with the passing of years. The large 
surfaces made it possible for the coin artists and engravers to execute 
fine portrait work, as well as fine details in the reverse designs. Many 
of the reverses show incidents of Roman history — emperors addressing 
or leading their troops, religious ceremonies, scenes showing the periodic 
distribution of grain and money, buildings and monuments now extinct 
or existing only in fragments. They are among the most attractive of 
Roman coins, and due to their deserved popularity and the scarcity of 
really fine specimens, they command good prices. But large numbers of 
inferior specimens are available at low prices. 

If one cannot afford the prices of fine first bronzes, it is possible 
to obtain coins of similar pattern in other denominations for less. For 
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most of their designs are repeated on the “second bronze’* series — coins 
about the size of a half dollar — and on the denarii, silver coins about 
the size of our dime. It is possible that nearly every design executed on 
a first bronze was duplicated on the smaller coins, but that all types have 
not been preserved. Naturally on the smaller coins the designs are less 
detailed due to the limited space; however, Roman artists sometimes 
got a remarkable amount of detail in small spaces on small coins. 

Above, it was said that third bronzes of the late Empire are not 
very popular among collectors of Roman coins. It is the opinion of the 
writer that they may be missing something here. While it is true that 
the art work of such coins is of second or third class, sometimes even 
poor, nevertheless some of these coins are scarcer than is generally 
realized. A coin does not have to be artistic to be rare. And it may 
be that from the standpoint of rarity, some of these humble little coins 
should bring better prices. 

In one case, this has happened. Coins of the two British emperors, 
Carausius and Allectus, bring higher prices than equivalent pieces, even 
though both emperors issued extensive coinages, and their coins are not 
absolutely scarce. But many British collectors are especially interested 
in these issues, and so considerable study has been given to them. The 
result is that the types which are rarest are known — and are priced 
accordingly. Intrinsic excellence has nothing to do with the prices, as 
most of these British issues are of indifferent workmanship. 

During the third century numerous Roman usurpers issued coins, 
which usually were suppressed after a short use. In many of these cases 
the only coins preserved — aside from a little excessively rare gold — are 
third bronzes. Anyone who attempts to complete a collection of all 
Roman portraits soon learns that many of these are very rare in any 
condition and, this being known, such coins bring good prices. Doubtless 
many other third bronzes are just as scarce or even scarcer than these, 
but they are passed by. 

To get back to definite prices. A few years ago it was possible to 
buy the first Roman coin issued, the bronze -As, for around $12 and the 
lower denominations for much lower prices. The writer paid $30 for an 
unusually fine As, and now that is about the price of it in any kind of 
passable condition. A large number of Republican silver denarii used to 
sell from 50c to 75c each; now few good ones are under $2 excepting 
the commonest varieties. If one was satisfied with less than “very fine” 
condition, a large amount of Imperial second bronzes were on the market 
for around 50c. These still are not much higher, except for picked 
specimens and certain scarce designs. Many fine Imperial denarii are 
still available for $1 or less, and late antoniniani (the “double denarii’’) 
are still cheaper. 

The above should be sufficient to demonstrate that forming a col- 
lection of Roman coins, even at present prices, is not necessarily an 
expensive undertaking, and also that at prevailing prices, one gets his 
money’s worth when buying them. I have not touched on the historical 
and artistic interest of the coins themselves, and will only say that 
such interest is so great that cost really is unimportant. For when you 
buy a Roman coin, you get a venerable antique, a work of art, and a 
historical, religious, or architectural monument in miniature all in one; 
sometimes for only a few cents. How can you get better value? 
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THE PAPAL JUBILEE IN COINS AND MEDALS

It is expected that the Holy Year or Anno Sancta will be held in 
Rome in 1950, as announced in July, 1948, by His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII. Collectors of papal coins can therefore look forward to having a 
Jubilee issue of these coins in 1949 or 1950, and possibly in both years. 
The last Jubilee was held by Pope Pius XI in 1933 and was a special 
one to commemorate the birth of Christ. A set of coins of the same 
denominations as other years was issued for this occasion consisting of 
100 lire gold, 10 and 5 lire silver, 2 and 1 lire and 50 and 20 centesimi 
nickel, 10 and 5 centesimi bronze. 

It may be that we are pessimists but right now world conditions 
are such that one would have to be very optimistic indeed to expect 
things to be normal in a year or two, and, while Papal Jubilees or Holy 
Years have been held at irregular intervals since first instituted by Pope 
Boniface VTII in 1300, there have been times when none was celebrated 
for intervals of many years. No Jubilee was celebrated from 1775 to 
1900 owing to political conditions. 

Coins and medals have been issued to commemorate various Jubilees. 
Boniface VIII in 1300 issued the first Jubilee coin, a half grosso for the 
first Jubilee. The writer has a Jubilee medal of this pope showing the 
holy door. This is not a contemporary medal but a recent issue, and is 
hardly a worthy representative of such medals since it commemorates 
the Jubilee of 1300 while the ceremony of the Holy Door, or Porta 
Sancta, is not supposed to have been started until about 1450. The first 
contemporary medal of the Jubilee was issued for Martin V in 1423. 

For several centuries papal Jubilee coins followed the same general 
pattern; i.e., the portrait or arms of the Pope on obverse and the Holy 
Door pictured on the reverse in one of several forms. The Holy Door 
has been shown entirely sealed at times, at other times partly broken 
down. Sometimes it stands alone, at others flanked by angels or with a 
radiant dove above. Occasionally, the ceremony of opening the door is 
depicted with the pope in the act of breaking down the bricks and 
mortar, assisted by members of the hierarchy, soldiers and people. The 
long period of time during the 18th and 19th centuries when no Jubilee 
was celebrated seems to have resulted in the elimination of this particular 
design for coins and medals. 

In The Numismatist, March, 1941, the origin and rites of the Holy 
Year were briefly described and the ceremony of the opening of the 
Holy Door is mentioned. 

Some of the most beautiful of papal scudos, or crown size silver 
coins were issued in Jubilee years. One for Innocent X for the year 1650 
shows the Holy Door with Veronica’s veil. For the Jubilee of 1700 a 
scudo of Innocent XII shows the Holy Door emitting rays and clouds 
with trumpeting angels on either side. Since Innocent XII died during 
the year, his successor, Clement XI also issued a Jubilee scudo with the 
Holy Door surmounted by a star. Perhaps the most beautiful of such 
scudos were those executed by Lucenti, for Clement X for the Jubilee of 
1675, one showing the bricked up door guarded by Sts. Peter and Paul 
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and the other the complete ceremony of the opening of the door by the 
pope assisted by the clergy and people. 

The most strikingly handsome Jubilee coins, however, were not 
alw’ays in the scudo denomination. Clement VTI, who was Giulio de 
Medici, issued a gold 10 zecchini for the Jubilee of 1525, the obverse of 
which did not show his portrait or seal as the central theme but showed 
a Nativity scene and on the reserve the pope in full figure breaking down 
the Porta Sancta. This pope also issued a half scudo showing the Holy 
Door with Sts. Peter and Paul, the whole in the form of a triptych. 

Jubilee inscriptions were usually of a standard form, with a few 
notable exceptions. As a rule they consisted of ANNO IVBELEI in some 
form, sometimes ANNO PROPITATIONIS or ANNO REMISSIONIS. 
Clement VII also departed from the usual form on the coins mentioned 
in the preceding paragraph. The inscription on the 10 zecchini reads 
obverse HODIE SALVS FACTA EST MVNDO (Today salvation has 
come to the world) and reverse ET PORTAE CAELI APERT^E SVNT 
(And the Gates of Heaven are open). The inscription on the half 
scudo commemorating the opening of the Jubilee of 1525 reads IVSTI 
INTRARVNT IN EAM (The just shall enter into it) from the Psalms. 
The reverse of another half scudo for this Jubilee shows IVBI/LAEVM/ 
Vn CLVSIT, This half scudo was issued at the close of the Jubilee and 
the inscription in translation means “(Clement) VII closed the Jubilee. “ 

While it is too early to anticipate what type of coins, designs or 
inscriptions will be used for any coins issued for the 1950 Jubilee, it 
is interesting to examine such issues for previous centuries. 


xMEMBERSHIP MEDALS 

The January issue of The Numismatist contained a list of those members 
who had been awarded the newly authorized Membership Medal for more than 
twenty- five years of continuous membership. The list ' did not contain the 
complete list of those qualified for this medal in 1948, and the statement did 
not make it clear as to the basis for determination of the 1948 awards. In 
order to avoid too large a group for the first award and to keep the expense 
within the amount appropriated, these medals have been awarded only to those 
with more than thirty-five years of continuous membership. The 1949 awards 
will be made to all other members with more than twenty-five years of 
continuous membership, and thereafter the annual awards will be made to 
the group qualifying in that year for such award. 

This division for the first two years of the award is admittedly an arbitrary 
one but it resulted in approximately equal groups for the two years, and with 
this explanation, it is hoped that it will be an acceptable one.

BOOK REVIEW 

INTERNATIONAL COIN CATALOGUE and Price List. Edited by Robert 
Friedberg and Published by Gimbels Coin Department, New York City, 1949. 
232 pp. 8 VO. Laminated paper cover. 

This catalogue is divided into three sections: Books and supplies; United 
States coins; and Foreign and Ancient coins. The United States section is 
covered in 56 pages and follows a pattern that has been used by many other 
cataloguers of the past and present. It does not include Colonial or State 
coinages. Private Gold, or Patterns. 
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The foreign section contains one of the most comprehensive lists of such 
coins that has been offered in a long time. About 4,000 coins from over 400 
different localities are priced and offered for sale. Many of the more desirable 
pieces are illustrated and these include most of the hard-to-get pieces of the 
19th and 20th centuries. 

A charge of $2 is made for the catalogue but this cost can be deducted 
from the first purchase of $10 or more.

PASIPHAE, THE OBSCURE DIVINITY

The Seventh Labor of Hercules, the fetching of the Cretan bull, 
involves that obscure divinity Pasiphae, so seldom, perhaps for the first 
time, met with on the Greek coinage. 

A daughter of Helios and Perseis, sister of Circe, she was the wife 
of Minos, the wise and just king of Crete, by whom she had four famous 
children not including Minotaurus, a creature with the body and limbs 
of a man and the head of a bull. The ordinary legend concerning her 
strange fascination for a large white bull has often been related and can 
be found in most works on mythology. 

Research by historians has advanced the theory that her worship 
rests on an astronomical basis and that Pasiphae “the all illuminating” 
was identified with the moon and was probably a goddess of the Cretan 
lunar worship. We have no direct proof from the island of Crete itself 
that she was considered a divinity; in Laconia, however, which derived 
so many of its institutions from Crete several confirmatory circumstances 
present themselves. Tertullian mentions the oracle of Pasiphae as one 
of the most celebrated in that country. Plutarch also speaks of a temple 
and an oracle of Pasiphae at Thalamae, it was an oracle of one of their 
most ancient and revered deities. Pausanius writes of this sanctuary 
and calls it a temple of Ino yet states, inconsistently, that it contains a 
statue of Pasiphae and another of Helios. 



An unrecorded medallion recently acquired illustrates the fable of 
this lady’s misdirected affection. Hercules, with club raised, is depicted 
in the act of subduing the bull while Pasiphae as moon-goddess, sym- 
bolized by the crescent, looks heavenward in despair. 

The issue was struck at Anchialus, on the Black Sea, during the 
reign of Gordian III and adds a bit more to our knowledge of the 
religious beliefs of that ancient town in Thrace from which so few 
records are extant.

Coin collectors who may also have an interest in stamps will have 
a treat in store for them which they can enjoy merely by arriving in 
San Francisco three days or less in advance of the A. N. A. Convention. 
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The Society of Philatelic Americans (S. P. A.) will hold its 55th 
Convention, in San Francisco at the Whitcomb Hotel (for many years 
center of P. C. N. S. meetings and coin exhibits) under the guidance 
of the California Collectors Club August 18th through 21st. It will be 
a worthwhile extra attraction, whether or not you think you would be 
interested, and will be a splendid opportunity for coin and stamp 
collectors to view their hobby interests on a comparative basis and in 
the spirit of good fellowship, for seldom will two similar hobby interests 
be put on public view under similar auspices so close together.

I believe I have to explain the meaning of this surprising and 
maybe ridiculous sounding title. Possession and money have played 
an outstanding role in the mind of man since time immemorial. 
Exchange of goods, buying and selling, borrowing and lending, were 
of the greatest importance in every day’s life, nay they were the vital 
conditions of life. No wonder that such vital interests mirrored them- 
selves in the medium of mutual understanding among men, in the 
language. Many words and sayings, which we use without much think- 
ing of their origin, are in fact expressions that are taken from the 
monetary vocabulary and used in a topical sense. A man has a “sterling 
character,” another bears the “stamp of genius” and “coins” new words 
with a “golden” voice. There are certainly many other such expressions 
in English as well as in other languages. 

For each student of the history of languages, one subject is of 
special interest, i.e. the study of names, of individual names as well as 
of family names, which are not, by-the-way, always sharply separable. 
Each name has its special meaning, which in the course of time may 
have been forgotten, partly because one is not so well acquainted with 
the language from which it came or because it has undergone con- 
siderable changes in the course of its long life. So it may even happen 
that a name seems to correspond to a well-known modern word; how- 
ever, when one follows it back as far as possible, one finds that it came 
from quite a different root and has been changed, often by what one 
calls “popular etymology.” Examples of this linguistic process can 
be found with the greatest frequency. 

It is not surprising that the interest in monetary matters expresses 
itself in names, too. I observe this in my German mother tongue and 
have always been sure to find the same phenomenon in other languages 
also. The best method seemed to me to study the names in a large 
American city. The United States of America is, as everybody knows, 
a great melting pot, a melting pot, however, in which the different 
elements do not undergo too many changes. So I hoped to find names 
connected with monetary matters in quite a number of languages. I 
studied the telephone directory of Chicago, and I have not been dis- 
appointed. 

I have divided my subject into several subdivisions: names that 
refer to money in general; names that designate the metals from which 
coins are struck; names which give the manifold types of coins in 
divers countries; names that have to do with the production of money, 
the mints and their personnel; and names that have a connection with 
money in a more general and occasionally not absolutely conspicuous 
sense. I am sure that my list is far from complete and that, on the 
other hand, I have mentioned names whose connection with numismatics 
is doubtful or even nonexistent. However, this is no scientific treatise 
but only an informal talk, and no great damage will be done by occa- 
sional mistakes. The danger of a misinterpretation is of course the 
greater the older the name is since it has, in the course of many cen- 
turies, had time enough to undergo changes, and since its original 
form or the root from which it was derived, may have completely dis- 
appeared from the language. 
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Among the metals that have given origin to family names, gold 
takes the first place in frequency and manifoldness. In the directory 
it appears in its ordinary spelling as v^ell as in the form “Gould. 
Each of these forms occupies two columns. Immensely frequent are 
the composite names of which gold is one element. I counted more 
than sixty such compositions. You know the Goldblatts, Goldsteins, 
Goldmanns, Goldfarbs, only to mention a few of the best known. You 
probably know that the great majority of the owners of these names 
are Jews; however, it is not generally known how this same to pass. 
My coreligionists had, for a great part, no family names during the 
Middle Ages and far into modern times. In the 18th century. Empress 
Maria Theresia issued an edict, and the same happened in Prussia soon 
afterwards, that the Jews had to adopt German family names accord- 
ing to their own choice. Imperial commissaries were appointed who 
had to supervise the performance of the edict, and frequently enough 
forced names of their own choice on the inexperienced and embarrassed 
Jews. Of course the Jews chose names that sounded good to them or 
represented ideal or material values. Among the names which go back 
to that time, one finds those of strong animals (part of these, it is 
true, such as Loewe and Adler, i.e. lion and eagle, had existed before 
that time), beautiful and aromatic fiowers, and precious examples 
from the mineral kingdom, either isolated or in compositions. Most 
of these names are not interesting since they have not grown organically 
but were adopted arbitrarily. Among the minerals, the gold, the most 
precious metal, of course was a favorite, and so the frequency of the 
gold names is easily explained. A few of them, however, may have a 
more historical background. The name Goldsmith probably referred 
to the profession of the new-named person. Among the Jews there were 
many experienced and capable goldsmiths, and so the goldsmith Meyer 
may have become Meyer Goldschmidt (Goldsmith). By- the- way, the 
goldsmiths and silversmiths were frequently creators of medals ; in 
Berlin, e.g., the medallists Abram and Abramson had a high reputa- 
tion. I found the name Goldfaber; faber is the Latin word for smith, 
so that we have the same name in a classical form. 

Another name that belongs into this category, is Goldscheider. 
The German word “scheiden” means “separate.” Gold has to be sepa- 
rated from other metals with which it is combined in its natural state 
before it can be manufactured. The man who does this separation, is 
a Goldscheider and was probably in former times frequently identical 
with the goldsmith. It need hardly to be mentioned that the procedure 
of separation as well as the person who performed it, was of great 
importance in the fabrication of gold coins. 

In the manufacturing of gold and especially in the coinage a very 
important point is the “fineness” or the factual amount of gold in the 
metallic composition. You know that pure gold cannot be worked at; 
other metals have to be added. So it is important to indicate how large 
the percentages of pure gold is ; this is the fineness. In coins particularly 
this amount of pure gold is called in German “Korn.” So you will 
understand the meaning of names such as Finegold, Goldkorn, or 
Korngold. 

Another name of this type deserves to be discussed here. It is 
the very frequent name Goldberg. It is absolutely possible that it 
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belongs to the fancy names the Jews adopted. However, there is 
another possibility. In my native province of Silesia in Germany there 
is a small town named Goldberg, i.e. the Golden Mountain. This town 
received its name from gold mines in the neighborhood. So I think it 
more than probable that people who came from Goldberg, were called 
Goldberg themselves. This derivation becomes even more probable 
when the name is Goldberger in which the syllable “er^’ means a per- 
son who comes from CJoldberg. 

You all know at least the name of Wagner’s opera “The Rheingold.” 
This name refers to a hoard of gold which rests at the bottom of the 
Rhine, guarded by a dwarf, and brings ruin and destruction to those 
who come in contact with it. A true fact is at the basis of this old 
story ; in a certain part of the course of the Rhine, the sand at the 
bottom contains a comparatively large amount of gold. This gold was 
formerly used for striking of ducats, the so-colled “Rheingolddukaten. 
In the directory I have found the name of a Mrs. Marguerite Rhinegold. 

Of other metals that are used for striking coins, one finds in the 
directory Silver in its German and English form. Copper, Blei, the 
German name for lead, Zinn (tin) and Eisen (iron). 

And now the money itself. In the first place we find the names 
Muentz and Mintz. This is the German word for coin and for the place 
where coins are struck. The English form “mint” has only the latter 
meaning, e.g. the Philadelphia mint or the Denver mint. It seems at 
the first glance very plausible that such an important thing as a 
Muenze should have become a name. However, we have to be cautious. 
It has been showed that the name has been derived from two old Ger- 
man roots also; one is “mundo” and means hand or protector, the other 
is “munis,” which means thought, mind, tendency. So we might be 
justified in saying that in the cases where the name comes from a dis- 
tant past, it was probably derived from one of the old roots, while it 
has the meaning of coin when it was adopted later. By-the-way, there 
is a plant with the same name in English and German, mint or Muenz, 
resp., which may play a role as a source of family names. It is remark- 
able that the name “Coin” appears only once in the directory. The name 
“Money” appears a few times; I cannot say with certainty that this 
name has not been derived from another root. One name must make 
us cautious, i.e., the name “Moneypenny.” One would think that the 
two parts of this name are unmistakable since money and penny belong 
together. However, the old form of this name was “manypenny.” This 
name probably belongs into the field of nicknames. Maybe its bearer 
was a rich man, maybe the name was used in an ironical sense because 
he had no money at all, who knows this? It in any case shows that 
one should always mistrust the present form of a name. The name 
“Cash” I found forty-one times, which is rather encouraging. 

When I now start to discuss the coins of the divers nations which 
have given their names to human beings or their families, I have at 
first to ask for the indulgence of my readers for frequently erasing the 
geographical borders. I shall have to do this in order to avoid the repe- 
titions which would be unavoidable considering the fact that many coins 
and even their names migrated from one country to the other. So I 
shall discuss such monetary names together when they have a com- 
mon origin. 
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First of all there comes the good old German Thaler in the older 
form with, and in the newer form without, an h, its Dutch son, the 
Daalder, the Italian Talerico (?), and, only in one example, its Ameri- 
can successor, the Dollar. Though I as a numismatist rejoice that this 
venerable old coin should have survived its monetary existence as the 
name of meiT, my linguistic conscience obliges me to discuss the ques- 
tion whether the family name Taler is in fact derived from the name 
of the coin. The Taler got its name from the Bohemian town Joachims- 
thal, St. Joachim's Valley, where it was struck first. Its original desig- 
nation was Joachimsthaler, which was shortened into Thaler. One sees 
that Thaler originally means somebody who comes from a Thai or valley ; 
the English word ‘"dale” probably is identical with Thai. Now, do the 
human Thalers owe their name to the coin or to their ancestors' com- 
ing from a Thai? I have the impression that the family name Thaler 
existed before the coin of this name was struck. However, the name 
Dollar should come from the American coin. Not quite. Dollar seems 
to be a very old English name, which was derived from the old Gaelic 
word “Dol," which means dale or field, and “ar," which means ploughed 
land. There is a bay in the North Sea between Germany and Holland, 
called the Dollart. When I learned about it at school, I never racked 
my brain about the origin of its name; now I do. This bay once was a 
fertile, ploughed piece of land, which later disappeared in the waves of 
the sea. Maybe its name is identical with that of our American coin. 
Now there remains the Dutch name “Daalder." We know that the 
coin of this name is a son of the German Thaler. However, was the 
Dutch family name Daalder derived from the name of the coin or does 
it designate a man who came from a daal? In my desperation I wrote 
a letter to Mr. Daalder in Chicago and asked him whether he could 
give me any information about the origin of his name; he has not 
answered. There are no mountains in Holland and therefore no valleys 
either; so I dare suppose that this name comes from the coin. Be this 
as it may, we can say that not all these names may be traced back to 
the coin but that they in any case have the same origin as the name 
of this renowned piece of money. 

Another German coin the name of which appears as a family name, 
is Pfennig. This is a very old name which was in use in the early times 
of the Christian era. At that time the old Roman denars, which circu- 
lated in Germany, were called by this name. The family names mirror 
the different forms, in which the name of the coin appears in different 
times and in different parts of Germany. I found the names Penning, 
Pfenning, and the modern Pfennig in the directory. Furthermore, there 
are Pfenningers, Penningsdorf, and Pfennigsdorf. From the composite 
name Schimmelpfennig one can conclude that the family name is really 
derived from the name of the coin. Schimmel is the German word for 
mould. A Schimmelpfennig (the name first appeared in 1323) is a man 
who allows the Pfennig to be covered with mould before spending it. 
Here we have an outspoken instance of a nickname. 

In the 13th century a golden coin was struck in Florence which 
made its way through the greatest part of the civilized world. It was 
the fiorino or fiorin. In Germany it was called the Gulden, i.e. the golden 
coin. This name was not quite logically retained when later silver coins 
were struck, which represented the same value as the floren. The two 
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letters fl., which one sees on German and English coins of modern times, 
are the abbreviation of floren. In Chicago we find the names Fiorino, 
Floren, Guldan, Guldin, and Guldenbecker, and I suppose that all or 
most of them are derived from the names of the coins. 

At about the same time as the fioren, a silver coin made its appear- 
ance which also became one of the most popular coins, the name of 
which has never disappeared and which celebrated a resurrection in 
Austria in our days, the Groschen. The name comes from a word, which 
is almost the same in several languages, gros in France, grosso in Italy, 
gross in English, and means thick. The medieval Groschen would not 
impress us as being very thick, but it was when compared with their 
predecessors, the so-called bracteats, which were so thin that they 
could be struck only on one side. The first of these coins was struck 
in the French town of Tours and called gros Tournois or Turnose. The 
first Groschen that bore this name on its surface, was struck in Prague; 
it was the grossus Pragensis. The coinage of similar pieces and their 
name spread almost over all Europe. In Germany it was called Groschen, 
in Italy grosso, in Poland Grosz, in England with a slight change Groat. 
The coin was under the same name struck almost into our time; in 
Prussia the Silbergroschen was struck till the foundation of the German 
Empire in 1871, and afterwards its successor, the ten-pfennig piece, 
was popularly called by the same name. The republic of Austria has, 
as I have mentioned, returned to the striking of Groscherts. Almost 
all the names I mentioned can be found in the directory: Grosch, Grosso, 
Groat, Grosz, Gros. I even found the name Turone, which at least 
reminds us of the name of the first French Groschen, the Turonus. An 
interesting example for the power of tradition is the fact that in my 
native province of Silesia, which once belonged to Bohemia, the Zehn- 
pfennig piece is still called a Bohemian, a Boehm. I am not fantastic 
enough to trace the frequent name Boehm back to the name of the coin ; 
the ancestors of the Boehms probably came from Bohemia. 

The name Mark with ck or with a simple k is very frequent, besides 
there are a great many composite names with mark. The question 
whether this name comes from the coin Mark of the German Empire, 
must be answered with “No,” since this coin was created only in 1873. 
However, the Mark had, for many centuries, been a monetary unit in 
the same way as the pound had been a monetary unit even in Roman 
times, i.e. long before England thought of striking gold coins of this 
name. But the word Mark, march in English, had an even older mean- 
ing, namely “border” and a piece of land that was situated at the 
border of a country. A marquess was the ruler of a march. So it is 
hard to decide whether the family name goes back to the geographical 
or to the monetary Mark. Furthermore, mark is a target for a shot, 
and I am sure that many Marksans owe their name to some ancestor 
who was an able shot. Lastly the old Roman name Marcus, one of the 
most famous bearers of which was St. Mark, is certainly the father 
of the name Mark in many cases. There are, however, two names, one 
English, the other German, which unmistakably point at the numismatic 
mark. One is “Markworth,” this means the amount of goods one could 
buy for a Mark, the other is “Hundertmark,” i.e. “a hundred marks.” 

Another venerable old German name is Schilling, which, however, 
has not, for a long time, designated a coin but, like Mark and pound, a 
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monetary unit. Since the monetary laws of Charlemagne it has been 
the twentieth part of a pound. Coins of this name have only been struck 
since the 14th century in England and the Nordic States. The last 
German Schillings disappeared in 1873, and the shilling only survived 
^ Great Britain, till the republic Austria adopted it after World War I. 
The derivation of the name has always been the subject of much dis- 
cussion, this is not the place to dwell on it. The family name appears 
in the English and in the German spelling. Further I found a Schillinger 
and a Shillinglaw; the latter name may refer to some agrarian legis- 
lation about the amount of money the tenants had to pay to the great 
proprietors. 

There are a few other German family names that are derived 
from the names of coins, namely Heller, Dreier, Vierling, Stueber. 

The English family name Penny may be, without much stretching 
of one s imagination, brought in connection with the coin of the same 
name, which probably took its name from the Gerinan Pfennig. How- 
ever, there is a name of the same pronunciation but of different spelling, 
with “ey’^ instead of the simple “y” at the end. When we then learn 
that there is a Celtic word “pen” which means head or top, slight 
doubts arise about the derivation of the name. Let us make a compro- 
mise and suppose that the name penny was derived both from the last 
mentioned word and from the name of the coin. Fortunately we have 
literary evidences of the latter derivation. In medieval English scrips 
we find the names Fourpeni, Fivepeni, Sexpenne, and even a John 
Ninepennies. It is assumed that these names were nicknames which 
were given to the street criers, who loudly announced the prices of their 
wares. An indubitable nickname is Pennyfather, which means a miserly 
avaricious man. An old verse says. 

The liberal! doth spend his pelfe. 

The pennyfather wastes himself. 

We have a fellow citizen of this name, although it is spelled slightly 
differently. 

From the origin of this name I believed to be justified to conclude 
that the names Pennybacker, Pennybaker, and Pennypacker had a 
connection with the coin also. However, I wished to play safe, and 
since I did not find these names in any book, I consulted the New York 
Public Library. I got the answer that the name of Pennypacker was 
originally the Dutch name Pannebakker, which means a maker of tiles. 
With all probability the two other names have the same origin. One 
again sees what tricks the American melting pot may play on a numis- 
matic etymologist. 

Other English names I want to mention are Noble, Angel, Pound, 
Double, Farthing. I cannot, however, say how far these names have 
been derived from the names of coins or whether the coins and the 
family names only have a common origin. The names Guinea, Guinee, 
and Guinay gave me much headache. I should have liked to derive 
them from the English coin Guinea. However, the first guinea was 
struck in 1672, and it did not seem to be probable to me that these family 
names should he of so recent an origin. Here again I took refuge to 
the New York Public Library and got the following information, “We 
do not find the origin of Guinea, Guinee or Guinay. The names Guine 
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and Guiny are found in Brittany, France, but we do not know the 
meaning.” It was a mild comfort to learn that the name Guinness is 
derived from Guines, a French town neeu- Calais. 

Italy gave the world a few of the most famous coins, the names 
of which later became family names. I mentioned the floren. Another 
gold coin, which was about the same time struck in Venice, was the 
ducat. It received this name from the last word of its legend, ducatus, 
the duchy. The ducat made a similarly triumphal way through the 
world as the floren. Its other name, zecchino or sequin, was sp^^y 
famous in the Neeir East. Whoever has read the “Arabian Nights 
will remember the purses fuU of sequins, which were generously given 
away as rewards for good or bad deeds. Our directory gives us the 
names Ducat and Ducato. 

Another Italian coin, the name of which goes back to the times of 
the Roman Empire, but which sadly degenerated in later times, is 
the soldo. Its ancestor is the solidus, which was first struck under 
Constantine the Great in the fourth century of our era as a gold coin, 
but which later sank to the state of a copper coin with the value of 
five centesimi. The same descent occurred in France, where the coin 
was called sol and later sou. As far as I know the old names are still 
popularly used in Italy as well as in France after their official use 
has been given up long ago. Both Soldo and Sol are family names in 
Chicago. However, I have doubts about the derivation of the latter. 

Maybe the oldest name of a coin which is still in use is the Roman 
denarius, which was first struck in the third century B.C. A denarius 
is mentioned in the New Testament, denarii were struck in the Empire 
of Charlemagne, and the name has been preserved in at least three 
Romanic nations: the French denier (which is no current coin any 
more), the Italian denaro, and the Spanish dinero. The popularity of 
the coin and its name one can recognize from the fact that denaro in 
Italy and dinero in Spain are the names for money in general. I was 
pleased when I met all three names in our directory. 

Family names, which are probably derived from Spanish coins or 
at least have the same meaning, are Dublon and Duro. 

When I found the name Sen, I first believed that Japan, too, might 
have contributed to our list of names. When I, however, saw that the 
first name of the bearer was Dmytro, I gave up this idea. 

After having talked about the coins and their elements themselves, 
I will now discuss names which refer to the institutions and persons 
who have to do with the production and circulation of coins. P^rst of 
all come the men who in the mints produce the coins ; these are the men 
who swing the hammers, attend to the machines or supervise the whole 
process. All these are the minters, in German the Muenzers. These 
names as family names are very frequent. Whether all of them really 
have a mint official or employee in their ancestry, I do not know, but 
in a certain percentage this is probably the case. A special official was 
the warden, whose main task was to supervise the correct mixture of 
metals in the coins and to prevent fraudulent practices. The name 
Warden is very frequent. It is true that there were wardens in other 
public and private institutions also. A famous mint was that of Venice, 
the so-called Zecca, after which the zecchinos were named. I found 
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tJie name Zecca in the directory. The names Cashier and Banker at 
least suggest that a former member of the family had a financial occu- 
pation. 

The more shadowy sides of numismatics are also mirrored in cer- 
tain names. One of the worst infiationary periods in Germany in the 
seventeenth century was called the “time of the Kippers and Wippers.” 
I found both names in the directory. And I regret to say that I even 
met two names that have a specially bad sound for the ears of a numis- 
matist: Fake and Forger. 

I hope that the title of my talk is not now considered so crazy as it 
probably sounded when I started it. The study of names is an important 
science of languages and of the science of the history of 
civilization. What I gave, is only a small part of a large field, but I hope 
not quite uninteresting for numismatists. Besides, I hope to have shown 
that the derivation of words, etymology, is a way full of thorns and that 
one has to beware of becoming entangled in these, i.e. in wrong con- 
clusions on the original meaning of a word from its present form. It 
is not even necessary to be so skeptical as the great French philosopher 
Voltaire, who once said, “Etymology is a science in which the vowels 
mean nothing and the consonants not much.” I am fully aware that I 
may have committed many mistakes. However, sometimes it is a modest 
merit to have racked one’s brain.

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UNUSUAL ITEMS OF FRACTIONAL CURRENCY 


By DR. FRANK A. LIMPERT, A.N.A. 12037, Royal Oak, Mich. 


The why and wherefore of Postage and Fractional Currency having been 
previously discussed many times in numismatic publications, there is no n^d 
at this time for going into the reasons which called it into existence some 
e?ghty-se^n years ago (1862). Rather, I believe it will be interesting to discuss 
some of the unusual items which are known. 

There are four varieties of the 5^, 10^, 250 and 500, First Issue, Postage 
Currency, viz: 


1. With monogram, ABCo., perforated edges. 

2. With monogram, ABCo., straight edges. 

3. No monogram, perforated edges. 

4. No monogram, straight edges. 


The 50 has been reported with inverted back with the exception of No. 3 
listed above. 

The 100 is known with inverted reverse with the exception of No. 1. A 
rare item in the form of an imperforate, horizontal strip of three with inverted 
reverse is owned by a Massachusetts collector. 

The 250 is known with inverted reverse with the exception of No. 1. 

The 500 is known with inverted reverse with the exception of No. 3 and 4. 
To summarize, there are eleven Postage Currency items reported known with 
inverted back and five unknown out of a total of sixteen varieties. 

Second Issue: The 50, 100, 250 and 500 have been reported with inverted 
reverse but they are extremely rare. 

Third Issue: The 30 Washington, dark curtain, is unknown with inverted 
back; the 30, Washington, light curtain, has been reported but is very scarce. 
The 50 Clark, red back, unknown with inverted reverse; the 50 green back has 
been reported but very few are known. 

The 100 Washington is unknown to exist with inverted back, either red or 
green back. The 250 Fessenden is unknown with inverted red back. However, 
it is reported with inverted green back. 

The 500 Justice with autographs of Colby and Spinner exists with inverted 
red back* however, with engraved signatures, the red reverse inverted 
is unknown. The engraved signature piece with green reverse has been 
reported extant. 

The 500 Spinner with red back, either autographed or engraved signatures, 
is unknown with inverted reverse and only design “One" (with 50 on each end) 
green back has been reported with inverted back; design “Two" (with 50 in 
center) is unknown with inverted reverse. 

None of the Fourth and Fifth Issue notes has been reported with inverted 
backs so far as I know. From the above it appears there are six inverts in the 
Third Issue, four in the Second Issue and eleven in the First Issue as I men- 
tioned before, making a total of twenty-one in the entire series. 

As you know the Fourth and Fifth Issues have the Treasury Seal on the 
obverse of each note. However, out of a total of nine varieties, only four have 
been reported with the seal completely missing, viz: 100 Liberty, 100 Meredith, 
250 Washington and 500 Stanton. Sometimes items with the seal of an orange 
or chocolate color are observed and are well worth keeping as unusual items. 

A couple of unusual items in my collectio/i are as follows: 150, Fourth 
Issue, Vignette of Columbia with a brooch or clasp over the hair above the 
right’ eye; 50, Third Issue, Clark, red back with design letter “a." This note 
has a “pearl" nestling in the scroll work below the 5 in the upper right corner 
of the obverse. This is the only note with this oddity that I have ever seen. 
A collector from Louisiana has a 500 Crawford (Fifth Issue) with a short key 
of 4 millimetres in the Treasury Seal. In the 500 Stanton (Fourth Issue) the 
background of the shield in the seal is sometimes found vnih dots much finer 
and more regularly spaced than ordinary. 
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In regards to the “S” sometimes observed on the upper left corner of the 
reverse of Fractional Currency, it has been suggested that the piece was printed 
on a steam press and notes with an “R” on a rotary press. The numerals ‘T" 
or “2” may indicate pressroom No. 1 or 2 as it is said at that time there were 
two rooms so numbered. 

The Chief of the U.S. Currency Redemption Division states, “The amount 
of fractional currency notes redeemed is almost negligible as the redemption 
of such notes for the fiscal year 1946 was only $412.98. It would appear from 
these figures that only a small amount is now being held by collectors.” The 
average collector finds difficulty in obtaining notes in uncirculated condition 
which IS not at all surprising considering how long ago they were issued 


DIE DIFFERENCES IN THE 1861 CENT OF NOVA SCOTIA 
By G. R. L. POTTER 

Collectors of the British North America series will no doubt be 
interested in the tabulation below, listing some of the differences in the 
dies used in striking the Nova Scotia cent of 1861. In view of the vast 
amount of study that has been given to the dies of the B. N. A. series, 
it is indeed remarkable that up to the present, so far as I can ascertain, 
the existence of two distinct dies for this coin remains unrecorded. 

As the reverses of all the copper coins of Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick are of the same general design, similar die differences may 
occur in some of the other pieces, but a study of those in my cabinet 
would seem to indicate that only the 1861 N. S. cent shows any signifi- 
cant differences.

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THE NUMISMATIC HISTORY OF SLIGO 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER, New London, Connecticut 


The tokens and medals of Sligo illustrate the highlights the 
modem history of the town and county of Sligo in Connaught, which 
lies south of Athlone and the bay of Donegal in Ireland. It is in this 
county that we find the Ox Mountains and the picturesque lakes, Lough 
Arrow and Lough Gill and the scenic wonder known as the Giant s Cairn. 

Sligo was anciently the seat of the O’connors whose domestic feuds 
were among the causes which facilitated the first inroads of the Anglo- 
Normjuis. The town of Sligo originated in a settlement growing up about 
the castle and Dominican abbey established there in the 13th century by 


Maurice Fitzgerald, Earl of Kildare. 

Merchant tokens, about the size of an English farthing but thinner, 
were in use in County Sligo from 1637 to 1680 in which latter year the 
issuing of such local money was supressed. These tokens were made of 
brjiss or copper and passed for one penny each among the customers of 


the issuing merchant. 

A merchant’s token of Sligo weighing 19 grains Troy bears on the 
obverse a shield of arms of the family of Lynch, originally one of the 
tribes of Galway, the arms being a chevron between three trefoils (sh^ 
rocks) slipped. Around the arms is the inscription: WALTER LYNOT 
OF and on the reverse: SLIGO MERCHANT and in the center: W.L.1666. 

The family of Lynch would appear to have been established some 
time in Sligo before Walter Lynch issued his tokens. At an Inquisition 
held in the Abbey of Sligo, April 8, 1622, it was found that Anthony 
Lynch had murdered one, John M’Tibbot Reogh, and had thereby 
forfeited his lands of Carrow, Reogh and Carrow-Tibber in the Barony 


of Legny. 

John Coninghame and Archibald Coningham issued tokens at Sligo 
sometime between 1637 and 1679. These bear the following inscriptions: 


lOHN . CONINGHAME . MERCHt. IN SLIGO 

ARCHIBALD CONINGHAM MERCHt. IN SLIGO 

ARCHIBOLD CONINGHAM MERCHt. IN SLIGO 1678. 

The name of Lynch occurs in the survey of houses for 1633-35 and 
in the survey of 1663 but the name of Coningham does not appear in 
the list of owners of property, but we do find that of William Hunter, 
who may have sponsored the token which bears the inscription: WILL. 
HVNTER OF and a hunter’s horn in a dotted circle on the obverse and on 
the reverse: SLIGO MARCH ANT (1 D and two stars in a dotted circle). 

Other tokens issued at Sligo are described as follows: 

Obverse: lOHN SMITH IN (a ship in a circle); reverse: SLIGOE 
MARCH ANT (a heart in a circle). 

Obverse: WILLIAM CRAFORD (a harp); reverse OF SLIGOE 
MARCH, (W.C. 1 D) in dotted circle. 

Obverse: THO. GOODIN MARCHANT (a castle); reverse of 
INESCRONE 1663 1 D. 

Obverse: HENNERY DOWD ALL: H. D. reverse OF COOLLVNY 
MARC. 1671 1 D. 
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In 1750, 1765, 1770, 1779 and 1784, Ireland suffered severely because 
the people put too much store in their potato crop. The famine of 1765 
was very intense and a committee of the House of Commons was 
designated for relief work. A medalet struck in brass and stamped 
SOUP TICKET is reputed to have been issued during one of 
these famine periods when soup shops were operated by the government 
to relieve the distress of the poor. 

The reduction of Sligo, Athlone and Galway in 1691 was considered 
of sufficient importance to be commemorated by a medal. The obverse 
of the medal has the bust of William III. with his head wreathed in 
laurel and the Latin inscription: GULLELM : III : D.G., BRIT. REX : 
ARAUS: PR: BELG: GUB: On the reverse the cap of Liberty is shown 
placed on the point of a lance, to which are fastened, by two laurel 
branches, three cartouches formed of garlands, surmounted by a mural 
crown; in the center are the arms of Ireland (the Harp); in the upper 
cartouche is represented the capture of Athlone, the town in flames and 
the English in the act of fording the River Shannon; in the second 
cartouche the march of William’s troops into Galway is shown; while 
the third cartouche depicts the town of Sligo, with the Green Fort placed 
on an eminence, and the entry of Lord Granard’s force into it, over which 
is engraved SLEGO, and underneath XV,XXV. SEPT., denoting the day 
on which it capitulated, according to the old and new style calendar. 
An inscription around the edge of the reverse reads: ARMIS NOMI: 
NISO: TERRORE. MDCXCI. 

A century and more later the Sligo Militia was called to service as 
the 22nd Light Infantry and were quartered in the south of Ireland and 
in June, 1798, distinguished themselves in the engagement at Vinegar 
Hill, County Wexford, forming a portion of the first line which carried 
the position at the points of their bayonets and the Sligo regiment lost 
many men, both killed and wounded. A medal commemorates this action 
on the obverse of which is a harp with crown, above on the rim SLIGO, 
underneath MILITIA. Reverse the legend: BY THE RIGHT HONOR- 
ABLE COLONEL KING, and in the center, on a ribbon, REWARD 
OF MERIT. 

A silver medal was struck by the Corporation of Limerick for 
presentation to their city regiment for an action against the French and 
rebels at Colooney, about six miles from Sligo, on the 5th of September, 
1798. The French were under the command of General Humbert and 
the English and Irish were led by Colonel Charles Vereker. Although 
forced to retreat they drew the French off toward Drumahaire and Sligo 
was spared. The medal is 1:55 inches in diameter and bears on the 
obverse the arms of Limerick (a castle with two towers on either side 
of a steeple) with the legend: CORPORATION AND CITIZENS OF 
LIMERICK. On the reverse is a royal crown, within olive wreaths, and 
the legend: TO THE HEROES OF COLOONEY, 5th SEPT. 1798. In 
small letters is the name of the artist: BRUSH. At the top of the medal 
is a small perforated projection for a ring by which it could be suspended. 

Such is the numismatic history of Sligo which like most other Irish 
towns has seen hard times, famine and civil war for over six centuries 
and still survives to starve or fight again. 
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SUGGESTIONS TO CONTRIBUTORS 

1. Type your copy double-spaced and allow ample margins. This 
is important. It is easier for the editor and printer to read, and allows 
space for editing. Indent each paragraph. Write on one side of the 
paper only. Write your name in the upper left-hand corner of the page. 
Number the pages. Use special care in writing names and figures. Never 
correct by back-spacing and writing over the name or figure. Cross out 
and rewrite. Every word, every letter, should be plainly written. 

2. Plan your article along well-defined lines. Prepare a draft before 
you begin, and if in doubt as to content and continuity, consult the editor. 
Avoid generalities and be careful to distinguish between opinion and fact. 

3. Remember when writing for THE NUMISMATIST that you are 
writing for your fellow collectors and not for the general public. Articles 
designed to interest non-collectors should be offered to newspapers and 
hobby magazines. 

4. Use short sentences. Strive to convey the entire thought in as 
few words as possible. Remember that the length of an article has 
nothing to do with its merits. Don't make the reader wander Uirough 
a maze of words to get a few simple facts. It is well to bear in mind 
that the story of Creation, the greatest event ever chronicled in written 
form, is told in 400 words. 

5. The shortest word that will express an idea is preferred. Longer 
words may be used as synonyms. Never use two words where one will 
do; thus: “burned," instead of “destroyed by fire." 

6. Avoid overworked phrases and titles such as “Money, the root of 
all evil," “Adventures in Numismatics," “The mystery of coins," “The 
hobby of kings and the king of hobbies," et cetera. 

7. The heading should emphasize the content of an article. Its 
importance is sometimes overrated and it is generally best made up 
after the article is written. If in doubt, let the editor suggest a title. 

8. Be definite and direct. Don’t say “It is rumored that a well-known 
collector ...” State the source of information and the collector’s name. 

ABBREVIATIONS - 

Use abbreviations sparingly. Abbreviate “number’’ when followed 
by numerals; as, A.N.A. No. 3660. Abbreviate Sr. and Jr. after names. 
Put commas on each side; thus “John Smith, Jr., also attended." 

Use no period after a word shortened by the use of the apostrophe 
to denote omitted letters, as ass’n for association. Never use a “short 
and” (&) in straight reading matter or club reports. 

In club reports and catalogue listing, some numismatic terms may 
be abbreviated. Thus: unc. for uncirculated; ex. f. for extremely fine; 
V. f. for very fine; insc. for inscription; stdg. for standing; r. for right; 
1. for left; obv. for obverse; rev. for reverse. Never use Rx. for “Reverse." 
It is illogical and confusing. 

CAPITALIZATION - 

Capitalize important events; as. Golden Jubilee, World War, Inter- 
national Monetary Conference, Sede Vacante, et cetera. 

Capitalize Pope, Caesar, Czar, Kaiser, King, etc., when preceding the 
name, but lower case when not used with the name of a specified person ; 
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as, King George III, the Russian czars, etc. 

Capitalize the names of associations, clubs, societies, commissions 
and political parties. Watch improper nouns following names ; as 
J. Jones, secretary; J. Jones, numismatist; South African government. 
Liberal party, etc. 

When describing a coin in straght copy never capitalize the denom- 
ination, metal, condition or rarity. 

Always begin a quoted sentence with a capital. For an exception 
to this, see rules for quoting part of a sentence under Quotation Marks. 

Capitalize the names of magazines, books, titles, etc. 

Do not use capitals, except in unusual instances, to emphasize words. 

When in doubt as to the use of capitals, avoid them. 

COMPOUNDS AND THE HYPHEN - 

Never use the hyphen except for compound words, or in dividing 
syllables at the end of a line. In general, avoid the hyphen and use the 
oblique space or dash, /— . 

If two one-syllable words are to be combined, make them one word 
save where two vowels or two like consonants come together, when the 
hyphen is to be used. 

Numbers, from twenty-one to ninety-nine, when spelled out should 
be compounded. 

Compounds of half or quarter should be written with a hyphen: 
half-dollar, half-crown, quarter-dollar, quarter-eagle, etc. 

Watch foreign prefixes such as demi- semi- bi, tri, inter, super, anti, 
etc. They do not require a hyphen except when followed by the same 
vowel as that in which they end; followed by a proper name; or, when a 
hyphen is needed to distinguish the word. 

If in doubt on the compounding or division of words, consult a 
standard dictionary. 

FIGURES - 

If numerals occur only occasionally in the running text of an article 
it is best to spell them out. This does not apply to dates which should 
be expressed in Arabic figures. 

Club reports are written in a slightly different style. (Club secre- 
taries please note.) 

When numbers less than ten are used, spell them out. Write ; Attend- 
ance, 45 members and nine guests (not 9 guests). 

Exceptions: J. Jones exhibited four 2-cent pieces, five 5-cent pieces 
and 12 silver dollars. 

Ciphers (00000) are not used in run-in matter where only dollars are 
given. Instead of $1.00, $2.50, $5.00, $10.00, write $1, $2.50, $5 and $10. 

Spell out all numbers beginning a sentence. If this makes the 
sentence cumbersome, rewrite it. Examples: 1877 dates are scarce; 101 
members were present. Say: Those dated 1877 are scarce; In attendance 
were 101 members.

QUOTATION MARKS - 

Excerpts from the works of other writers should be enclosed in 
“quotes.” Be sure to end quoted matter with a quotation mark. 

When quoting part of a sentence, use quotes at the beginning or end 
as the case may be; “This coin is rare . . or “. . . this coin is rare. Note 
the capitalization which should be consistent with the original sentence. 
Use single ‘marks’ to enclose a quotation within a quotation. 

The title of an article (quoted) should be enclosed with quotation 
marks. The titles of books and periodicals should be italicized. Thus: 
Dudley Butler in his article Heraldry, THE NUMISMATIST, January, 
1945, states . . .” 

In titles include the as part of the quotation. 

Do not use quotes when writing the inscriptions found on coins or 
medals. Use capitals: as: IN GOD WE TRUST; not: “In God We Trust. 

TITLES — 

Nev^er use Mr. when the Christian name or initials are given or 
unless the sex is in doubt. The surname should be given alone in 
subsequent uses. 

Run list of officers thus: President, Sam Jones; vice president, 
Henry Brown; secretary, John Smith. 

Do not make titles as Lawyer J. Jones, Barber Smith, Fireman 
Brown. Write, J. Jones, lawyer, etc. 

THE PERIOD — 

Declarative and imperative sentences should be terminated with 
a period. 

Use no period after per cent, ass’n (association), or after Roman 
numerals, Vol. IV, Louis XIV, etc. 

Use three periods, double spaced, to denote an omitted passage. 
Thus: “The first thing to understand . . .” 

Use the period to set off decimal parts from whole numbers. 

THE COMMA — 

No comma between name and residence where “of” is used, as “John 
Smith of Chicago.” 

Avoid involved constructions requiring the use of parentheses or 
dashes. Commas, semicolons and periods are the only marks of punc- 
tuation necessary in clear sentences. 

Use a comma to indicate the omission of important words in a 
sentence; as, “Will write tomorrow; if not, next week.” 

Punctuate inside quotes. Study following sentence. 

Use a comma after “whereas,” “resolve,” etc., and follow with a 
lower case letter. “Resolved, that we, the members of . . .” 

Use a comma to separate month and year, as March, 1949. 

THE COLON AND THE SEMICOLON — 

Short sentences are preferred to a too liberal use of the semicolon or 
colon. Avoid complex constructions. 
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Use the colon and semicolon when listing exhibits, thus: John Smith: 
English tokens ; French paper money, coins and tokens ; coins of Belgium. 

No rules can be absolute. These rules are for guidance, but it must 
be recognized that there may possibly be exceptions.

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STARTING AT THE BOHOM 

By CHARLES C. LEUSCHNER 

Often the question arises in numismatic circles: “How did you 
happen to start collecting coins?” Well, in answer to that, I claim that 
I am one collector that started from the ground up; because I really 
began by digging them up out of the ground. A considerable portion of 
my service in the United States Navy was spent in China. Most of this 
was along the coast, but in 1926 I found myself on duty at Chungking. 
Northwest of this city there are some ancient mounds, said to be of the 
age of the Chow Dynasty, and I started doing some amateur archaeology 
in them. 

I had pretty fair luck, too. In the course of a few days, I dug up 
three perfect jade vases, five well preserved pieces of various kinds of 
bronze, including a large coin-shaped object, some seals, and some ancient 
coins. In addition, I found a lot of fragments and articles shattered or 
corroded beyond recovery. At that time, I was not especially interested 
in the coins, except as ancient objects ; it was the jade and the bronze 
pieces that I valued. 

I left the ruins with my loot, and spent almost all of my spare time 
during the next two months in cleaning it up. For all the jades and 
bronzes were covered with heavy incrustations — almost like rock. It 
took considerable careful work to get rid of the dirt of ages without 
damage; I had to do very careful chipping and scraping, and then use 
several kinds of solvents to get rid of the last of it. I was not familiar 
with this kind of work, and had to go very slow to avoid damage. I am 
happy to say that I found I had some beautiful pieces, and one of them, 
if I am correctly informed, is an art treasure. I refer to one large bro^e 
plate, beautifully worked with dragons and other Chinese designs in high 
relief, and in an excellent state of preservation. Dr. Hugo Von Eckener, 
a Chinese expert at the University of Southern California who examined 
it, sets an extravagant value on it. 

Having admired my antiques for some time, I then gave the coins 
some attention. I knew little about coins at that time, but when I began 
examining them it struck me that perhaps I “had something.” I may 
say that the specimens I got were nothing special, but they were sufficient 
to arouse my interest. So I thus began collecting coins, not only from 
the ground up, but even a little below the surface of the ground. 

Having started collecting, I began giving attention to other Chinese 
coins, and began picking them up from time to time. I became interested 
in observing the “chop marks” on common Chinese silver coins, which 
also include Mexican pesos, American and British trade dollars, and other 
foreign silver of dollar size. Chop marks are extremely common on 
Chinese money; they are merely counterstamps consisting of small 
Chinese characters and symbols. Collectors of Chinese money are of 
course familiar with them, but for the information of others, I might 
explain that these really are private guarantees that the silver is good. 
A Chinese merchant or bank, on determining that a coin is good silver 
and of correct weight, puts his mark on it. The Chinese prefer (or at 
least they did) coins with as many chop marks as possible, for to them 
that proves that they are good coins. 
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While it has nothing to do with how I started collecting, it might 
be of interest to mention a striking Chinese fraud which may not be 
known to non-collectors of this series. It is not at all uncommon for a 
Chinese to split a silver dollar, and then carefully remove the silver from 
the inside, leaving nothing but a thin hollow shell. Then he fills the two 
halves with a base nietal, and rejoins them. And sometimes it takes a 
very careful examination to find the joint. Such coins often can be told 
by “ringing” them, but even so, a lot of them get by for a long time 
before being detected. And long before that, of course, the original 
worker has got away with almost enough silver to make a dollar. That 
seems like a lot of work for a small return — but the Chinese don’t think so. 


TOKENS OF THE ALASKA RURAL REHABILITATION CORPORATION

Most people picture Alaska as a land of icy, endless waste, engulfed by 
howling gales; a cold dreary, almost uninhabitable country. This impression 
is understandable when one considers that most of the authors, who have 
taken Alaska as their theme have confined their efforts to the fabulous gold 
strike on the Klondike, which is a land of ice and snow. 



The little band of colonists who arrived in the Valley of Matanuska in 
1935, looked around in astonishment at a land as fertile as that of Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Michigan had been before that terrible drought of 1934 and ’35. 

These colonists, 200 families strong, were farmers who had been selected 
from relief rolls in the above mentioned states. They had seen their lands dry 
up and turn to dust and were only too glad to be given the chance to farm 
again. The colonization project was financed through Federal grants under the 
Emergency Relief program in 1935 and 36. These grants were turned over to 
the Alaska Rural Rehabilitation Corporation for administration. The Corpo- 
ration purchased on the non-profit basis, the land used in establishing the farm 
tracts. Title to this land is held by the Corporation until a colonist pays out in 
full under his contract. The ARRC is incorporated under the Territorial Law, 
is semi-governmental in nature and is subject to general supervision by the 
Department of Interior. 

The bulk of the produce of the Valley is sold in Anchorage to the mer- 
chants and to the Army at Fort Richardson. Dairying is gaining grounds as 
the principal source of income for the farmers in the Valley. No further funds 
have been granted since the original organization and current operations are 
based on a revolving fund derived through collections on contracts outstanding. 

The colonists transported to Alaska were guaranteed subsistance require- 
ments until they became self sufficient. In order that the expenditures of the 
subsistence might be controlled to some extent, the colonists were issued to- 
kens, called “bingles” locally, in lieu of money. With the exception of the one 
cent token, which is octagonal shape, the tokens are of the same size and 
shape as the United States coins which they represent. They were struck in 
brass and aluminum. The 10 and 5 dollars were in brass and the 1 dollar, 50, 
25, 10, 5 and 1 cent were in aluminum. These tokens are of uniform design 
except for the denomination, with both sides identical. Inscribed around the 
edge, “Good for (amount) in trade,’’ ARRC and the numeral to denote the 
denomination, and bear no date. 
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These bingles were in circulation from March 1, 1936 to January 31, 1937. 
The amount alloted per month depended upon the number of persons in a 
family They were accepted by the Trading Post, where the colonists could 
buy anything in the line of groceries, meats, clothing and hardware. After 
January 31, 1937, the bingles were called in and regular United States money 

repmced^them_.^,nai g^up perhaps 50 families are left and not all of this num- 
ber are farming. 


Medali«it’s Studio 

By J. WM. DECKER, Museum Supervisor, Fernandina, Fla. 

Here the accomplished medalist must be first a good designer to 
design the motives of his project. To proceed with the execution he must 
be a skilled modeler to follow his design by creating a model in reliel. 
After the steel blocks are prepared it takes a skillful engraver-diesmker 
to complete the job of the finished dies. During the last few decades a 
number of mechanical devices have been invented which are considerame 
time savers. A great deal of specialization came about through the 
same reason. 

Years ago the skillful medalist had to be able to design, engrave, do 
the diesinking, prepare his own steel blocks and special tools, anneal, 
temper the dies, and strike his own proofs. This covered every operation 
from the beginning of making the design, to the completed specimen. 
Today in most medalists’ studios such operations are divided and turned 
over to the various specialists. Each a specialist in his own line the 
artist-designer, the modeler, the steelworker, the lathe-hand, the tem- 
perer, the metal stamper, etc. 

A few decades ago a young man was only accepted as an apprentice 
into the profession, after having proven his artistic inclination. Masters 
as a rule used to be on the alert for such a prospective prodigue for their 
Medalist’s Studio. After entering apprenticeship for many months the 
apprentist’s duties among other things were training in ornamental and 
figure designing, modeling, forging, annealing and tempering steel, of 
various types. During the same time he also had to make his own 
diesinking tools. Night school had to be attended for additional training 
in art, ornamental and figure designing. 

Years ago the artist-medalist designed a medal about the same size 
he was supposed to engrave the same. At the present time very often 
a medal is designed in some studio by an artist who does not know the 
intricacies of steelworking and diesinking. If the artist is a modeler he 
may design the projective medal into large dimension. This will be later 
reduced to the intended size by the dieworker. 

The preparation of the dies requires considerable skill and a great 
deal of care. The selection of the steel is highly important. A high 
grade steel has to be selected with a fairly fine grain. The dies are cut 
from steel bars into pieces of practical size for the purpose. These in 
turn have to be annealed carefully, to make them workable. The 
annealing is accomplished by placing them into a forge and heating to 
a cherry red. One method to do this is to place them in a charcoal fire, 
sometimes into a crucible, and animal charcoal is best. The cooling off 
must be very slowly. 

After the dieblocks are cool they require some machining. This 
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is in most cases accomplished by working them in a lathe, to make them 
perfectly straight and level. After which they will be polished on the 
surface to prepare them for the diesinker-engraver. He in turn traces 
the design on the dieblock, and begins to use his chisels and other 
diesinking tools to shape the design on the die. The process is similar 
in miniature of the kind a sculptor would do on a monument. As a rule 
when there is an image of a portrait to be reproduced, a hub, or male 
die will have to be made in relief. After this one has been completed the 
hub will have to be tempered very carefully, if possible in a bone charcoal 
fire to a cherry red and cooled oif by taking it out with a pair of tongs. 
After this, it will be plunged in a large container of water, by moving 
around rapidly, until all noise ceases, and left there until completely 
cool. Great precaution must be taken so no draft will strike the hub. 
A careless move may cause a great loss and considerable regret, because 
it may crack the steel on which hours, perhaps weeks, or months, have 
been spent to do a masterpiece. Whistling and singing noises may indicate 
a crack which may have been caused by an original defect in the steel, 
or some careless handling during the heating or tempering process. To 
avoid scales on the surface of the hub, some use lampblack and linseed 
oil, or a mixture of powdered animal charcoal with oil made into a heavy 
paste to cover the surface of the hub. 

The tempered hub is next cleaned up and polished by the diesinker. 
Now the same is ready for another operation, which is the stamping into 
the already prepared steel block which will be the female die. This in 
many cases has to be done a number of times by annealing again after 
each strike, until the desired depth is reached. After the last strike is 
made the die is annealed again, and cleaned up and polished. Now the 
die is ready for beading, lettering, and further details in the designs to 
be executed by the engraver by hand. During the process a number of 
impressions are taken, either in wax, clay, paraffin, or lead to determine 
progress and correctness of the execution. After the work has been found 
satisfactory the die will have to be hardened as mentioned previously. 

For the production of medals or coins two maternal dies are required, 
to stamp the obverse and reverse side in the same time. A separate steel 
ring snugly fits the facings of the dies to avoid spreading and burrs of the 
metal blanks. The steel ring must also be well tempered and fit perfect. 

When the medals are not made in a combination outfit the bottom 
die is fastened in the bed of a drophammer or a large press. The steel 
ring is placed on the die and the planchet, or so-called blank, is inserted 
into the opening of the steel ring. The top die is now placed in the 
opening of the ring over the planchet and the press or drophammer 
released to strike the first medal. After that, thousands of them can 
be stamped in a very short time. The planchets or blanks have been cut 
out with a cutting die, which had been made by a diemaker and machinist. 
A profession quite different in comparison with that of a diesinker. 

The methods in the mints and modern fast production plants are 
very much improved by the use of combination dies and machines. For 
instance in a mint they can punch out $750,000 in cents in eight hours, 
by feeding the metal straps of copper into the punching machines. This 
we can call, without a doubt, fast production. Volumes can be written 
on the subject and its related branches, but on account of space and 
time, a brief comprehensive description which may serve the purpose 
of describing the Medalist’s Studio had to be decided on.

If your payment has been 
previously acknowledged, or sent prior 
to January 15 and not acknowledged, 
please return the second statement 
with note to that effect. Members in 
arrears on March 1 are liable to 
suspension, so that if you wish to dis- 
continue your membership there is a 
distinct obligation to do so while in 
good standing. 


Change of Address 
The duty of the General Secretary 
which is most difficult to discharge is 
that of keeping the mailing list up to 
date. It can only be done with the 


full cooperation of the members. At 
present there are nearly ten thousand 
names on the list, and changes and 
additions average about 400 a month. 
It has been mentioned repeatedly that 
changes of address should be reported 
to the General Secretary and must be 
received in this office by the 15th to 
be effective for the following issue. It 
costs triple postage for a magazine to 
be sent to the wrong address, returned 
by the post office and remailed, to say 
nothing of the delay in your receipt 
of the copy. We have a good many 
members with similar names, exact 
duplications in some cases, and it will 
help to avoid error if you include your 
membership number in all corre- 
spondence to this office. 


Errors in the Membership Directory 
A new edition of the Membership 
Directory was published in December 
and sent to each member on the mail- 
ing list. If you did not receive a copy, 
please write for one. In spite of every 
effort to avoid error, there were some 
errors and omissions. No excuses or 
explanations are offered for these 
errors except the statement that they 
were not intentional and are re- 
gretted. Those reported or otherwise 
detected prior to January 10 are listed 
elsewhere in this issue. If any con- 
siderable number are reported after 
that date, another such list will be 
published. This list does not under- 
take to report changes of address 
received after the closing date of the 
directory. It was the former practice 
to publish in each issue a list of 
changes of address received during 
the preceding month. This had to be 
discontinued to conserve space but the 
December issue included an offer to 
send a mimeographed list of such 
changes of address if requested. There 
have been no such requests and the 
offer is hereby withdrawn. However, 
the General Secretary will furnish to 
any member, on request, the current 
address of any other member, if 
request is accompanied by a return 
envelope. 
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The Aims and Objectives of the A.N.A. 

Periodically every society in order 
to continue its effective work, must 
take stock of its assets and debits. 
Just as important, although not so 
obvious, is its need to review the rea- 
sons for its existence and to re-exam- 
ine the reasons w’hy it was founded. 
We of the A.N.A. are no exceptions. 
Just as we are obliged at stated inter- 
vals to list our assets and, where 
needed, to readjust our financial struc- 
ture, so we must reread, reactivate 
and be reborn to the principles of our 
finding. This is the cogent wisdom of 
any constitution, incorporation, char- 
ter, or bill of rights; the perennial 
check-rein to those who later attempt 
to deviate from the founding-norms. 

Section Three of the Federal Char- 
ter, given to the A.N.A. in 1912, by 
Act of Congress, states: 

“That the objects of said corpora- 
tion shall be to advance the 
knowledge of numismatics along 
educational, historical and scien- 
tific lines in all its various 
phases.” 

It is evident that under our Federal 
Charter we must carry on an educa- 
tional program. Under this heading 
we list: The National Coin Week, the 
organization of new clubs, the estab- 
lishments of the Junior Coin Club 
Committee and the work of the Me- 
dallic Arts — whose committee initi- 
ated the designing and striking of a 
Medal of Merit, a Literary Awards 
Medal, a National Coin Week Medal 
(600 of which were awarded last 
year), a President’s medal, and the 
new medals authorized by the recent 
convention in Boston — a gold medal 
for fifty-year members and a silver 
medal for twenty-five year members. 
In addition an unusually extensive 


library is available to members and 
for inter-library loan. Finally the 
Educational Committee has, by its 
wonderfully fine new booklet, “An 
Introduction to Coin Collecting/* given 
impetus to numismatics. 

I wonder how many of our mem- 
bers know that we are obliged by the 
express stipulation of our Federal 
Charter to answer all inquiries re- 
ceived by the Treasury Department 
from U. S. citizens concerning coins, 
paper monies, and medals. 

Another condition of our Federal 
Charter is the requirement of an 
annual convention to foster a better 
cooperation among those interested in 
the coinage, circulation, classification, 
sales, exchange, exhibition, use and 
preservation of coins, bills, and medals. 

Membership in the American Nu- 
mismatic Association is not simply the 
right to a subscription to The Numis- 
matist. It means much more, as a 
reading of our Federal Charter clearly 
shows. One of the conditions for 
membership in our association is the 
express approval of these educational 
objectives and the willingness to 
advance them whenever possible. 
Some people — unfortunately even a 
few members — cynically think of our 
association as nothing more than a 
publishing house activated by dealers 
mutually banded together for the sole 
purpose of economic gain. This, 
indeed is not true. It is amply proven 
by the fact that our association was 
in existence for more than twenty 
years before it assumed publication of 
the magazine. 

Recently dues were increased from 
three to five dollars. If our associa- 
tion had no more to do than to publish 
a magazine the increase might not 
have been immediately necessary. 
However, our obligations and commit- 
ments go far beyond a simple sub- 
scription to a magazine. As an exam- 
ple, every member recently received 
a copy of our Membership Directory, 
as required by our By-Laws. The cost 
of placing the new Directory (12,000 
copies were printed) into the hands 
of the members was a few dollars 
short of $7,000. 

We believe that our Association, in 
its educational program, is doing a 
good and lasting work. At the moment 
we are collaborating on the writing 
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and publishing of a numismatic text- 
book which will be available to all 
colleges and universities for the teach- 
ing of numismatics. This part of the 
educational program is of immense 
importance. 

As members of the American Nu- 
mismatic Association we must there- 
fore take an active interest in it as a 
congressionally chartered organization 
and not as a publishing house; in fact, 
if our Association were only a pub- 
lishing house we could not legally 
exist under our present congressional 
charter. 

A membership in the American 
Numismatic Association can be worth 
far more than it costs if full advan- 
tage is taken of the possible benefits 
and if a modest value is placed on the 
information obtained; then, too, of 


inestimable value is a fellowship that 
is available as a result of contacts with 
our members and that, in many cases, 
could be obtained in no other way. 

Membership in the Association is a 
most delightful privilege of fraternal 
association with some of the finest 
people in the world, persons with 
some interests similar to your own 
with whom it is a pleasure to asso- 
ciate. It is gratifying to know that 
most of our members do regard their 
memberships as a privilege and their 
participation in and support of the 
activities of the Association among 
their most satisfying experiences.

The Dorchester Hoard 

The September bulletin of the 
Numismatic Society of New South 
Wales contains an excellent paper on 
the Dorchester Hoard, a rich find of 
Roman coins made in 1936 in Dorches- 
ter, in the county of Dorset, England. 

The treasure contained a minimum 
of 22,121 pieces, this being the num- 
ber examined at the British Museum; 
several hundred more specimens went 
astray before the hoard was taken 
under protection. The coins were con- 
tained in a single-handled bronze jug, 
a bronze basin and a wooden keg with 
bronze fittings, and appear to have 
been buried in a pit in the garden of 
a large Roman building. The contents 
of the find were divided between the 
British Museum, the Dorchester and 
Portland Museums, but the major 
portion was put on the market. The 
Nicholson Museum of the University 
of Sydney has recently acquired a 
small series of 120 of the coins. The 
breaking-up of the find in this fash- 
ion, before it was studied in complete 
detail, is to be deplored and is an illus- 
tration of the unsatisfactory nature of 
the present English law of Treasure 
Trove. 

The coins were all Roman, ranging 
in date from Julia Domna and her 
son Caracalla (A.D. 211-217) to Valer- 
ian II (ob. A.D. 268), but the latest 
dated coin was of A.D. 257. With the 
exception of about 16 denarii the coins 
were all antoniniani.

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“The Duke Accepted Tradition” 

Edward Vm The Duke of Windsor 
is in the news with a story from the 
South of France. At a Riviera party 
given by the American hostess, Elsa 
Maxwell, film stars Tyrone Power, 
Clark Gable, and Orson Welles were 
arguing which side of their face looks 
best in profile. “I’ve had worse profile 
trouble than any of you,” broke in the 
Duke. “When I was King officials who 
make the new stamps and coins came 
to take my picture. It’s a tradition 
that each new King’s face is opposite 
to his predecessor’s, and my father 
looked to the left in his coins and 
stamps. But when they tried to photo- 
graph me looking right I pointed out 
that the left was my best side. They 
answered that tradition couldn’t be 
upset. I said what was the use of 
being King if I couldn’t look the way 
I wanted on my own money. We had 
a terrific argument, but I won in the 
end.” He added: “Not that it did 
much good. They didn’t have time to 
print more than a few stamps, and 
the coins were never issued.” And 
after the Abdication, the Government 
simply pretended the Duke had ac- 
cepted tradition. On his stamps and 
coins King George VI looks to the 
left. — William Hickey in Daily Ex- 
press, 9 Oct. 

The dies were prepared and coins 
were struck, but were melted down 
again; two sets, however, have been 
preserved and will ultimately, we sup- 
pose, be in the Mint Museum and the 
British Museum.

We 
haven’t received a “paper” on the 
U. S. 1804 silver dollar in over a year. 
Could it be that all collectors are 
aware that such 1804 silver dollars as 
exist have a beaded border which was 
first introduced in 1836! . . . Stamp 
collectors are bitterly complaining be- 
cause the U. S. issued 29 different 
commemorative stamps in 1948. It 
must be tough to lay out 91 cents 
over a period of a year just to keep 
your collection up to date. And shed 
a quiet tear for those stamp collectors 
who collect “pairs” and “blocks of 
four.” 
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Wayt^ Raymond has donated a 
complete set of his numismatic publi- 
cations to the Smithsonian Institution 
and they are in greater demand than 
any books in the numismatic library 
there. ... It has been reported that 
the Dutch Island group known as 
Curacao may be changed to the 
“Netherlands Antilles.” . . . VVe have 
seen specimens of the new $20 bill 
showing the White House with the 
new porch and improved landscaping. 
It appears to be an improvement over 
the old bill but by actual test it is 
more like half a $20 bill of prewar 
days. 

T\%'o complete sets of U. S. coins 
issued during 1948 are currently ob- 
tainable from the Treasury Depart- 
ment, Washington 25, D. C. The cost 
is $4.46 plus 21 cents for postage and 
25 cents for registration. Total $4.92. 
Before ordering the coins, collectors 
should first obtain an application 
blank from the Treasury Department. 
No orders will be accepted after April 
1. Do this at once and you won’t re- 
gret it for the sets are in unusually 
nice condition. As long as the Treas- 
ury Department offers this splendid 
service to coin collectors there seems 
little if any necessity for setting up a 
Numismatic Agency in Washington. 
Surely two sets of current coins 
should satisfy any collector. Of course, 
if your grandfather collects he too 
will have to order a set. 

We are frequently asked if the 
National Coin Collection in the Smith- 
sonian Institution contains the Liberty 
head nickel of 1913 and the 1894-S 
dime. It does not. The Liberty head 
nickel of 1913 was not a regular issue. 
The dime coined in the San Francisco 
Mint in 1894 is not in the National 
Coin Collection because the section of 
United States coins is devoted almost 
entirely to the issues of the Philadel- 
phia Mint. . . . Hans Holzer reports 
that the Hamburg mint has been re- 
built and only waiting for the new 
hubs to start their eleven presses 
turning out the new 1 and 5 pfennig 
pieces in zinc. 

Catalogues or lists have been re- 
ceived from coin dealers: Bebee, Bul- 
lowa, French, Gimbels, Kosoff, Ray- 
mond, Stacks, and Tatham. All very 


interesting and collectors who have 
not received these publications should 
write for them. The addresses of these 
dealers will be found in the advertis- 
ing section. . . . Charles F. Smith sends 
us an attractive medalet (about the 
size of a small cent) bearing the bust 
of B. Franklin. He claims it is not a 
medalet but rather a “miniature 
medallion.” Thanks, Charlie, and from 
now on you argue it out with Noah 
Webster. . . . An extensive collection 
of gold coins from the collection of 
Joseph C. Rovensky is now on exhibit 
in the Industrial Bank of Commerce, 
New York City. 

Many coin collectors are also stamp 
collectors and every once in a while 
we get a letter from one of them sug- 
gesting that coin dealers use com- 
memorative stamps on their corre- 
spondence. Sounds to us like a good 
business idea. . . . This month we set 
a new record by carrying the reports 
of 49 different coin clubs. While we 
are on the subject, all club reports 
that require retyping will, from now 
on, be held over until the following 
month. They will be published only 
if they have not been replaced with 
more recent reports. . . . Membership 
in the A.N.A. is greater than that of 
any philatelic organization. Inasmuch 
as stamp collectors claim to outnum- 
ber coin collectors 100 to 1, how can 
the several national philatelic organ- 
izations account for our plurality? 

Continual complaints are being re- 
ceived from collectors who buy Mor- 
gan silver dollars advertised as being 
in BRILLIANT MINT CONDITION, 
UNCIRCULATED, ETC. While such 
silver dollars may never have been in 
circulation, we have seen very few of 
them that have not been damaged. If 
a Morgan or Peace dollar, advertised 
as “Brilliant Uncirculated” shows the 
slightest nick or abrasion, the buyer 
should shoot it back at once and de- 
mand the return of his money. . . . 
There were no Franklin half dollars 
struck at the San Francisco Mint in 
1948. Plenty were coined at the Phila- 
delphia and Denver Mints although 
they are rarely seen in circulation. 
Probably being held in the Federal 
Reserve banks until there is a demand 
for them.
